Waterworks Cost Public a Mil- 
lion and a Third a Year for 
Maintenance.

If you know how many gallons of 8t. 
Louis water you have drunk in a year 
you can figure out from W'ater Commis- 
Sioner Adkins’ annual report, submit- 
ted Friday to the Board of Public Im- 
provements, just how large a quantity 
of bacteria you have imbibed, 

The report covers the year ending 
April 1, 1909. It shows that for every 
gallon of water consumed 56.58 grains of 
lime and 2.41 grains of sulphate of iron 
have been used in coagulation. 

To clarify the water, making it beau- 
tifully clear and palatable, 10,027,000 
pounds of iron and 23,22,000 pounds of 
lime were used. 

By the purifying process there were 
removed from, the water 135,108 cubic 
yards of sediment, which sank to the 
bottom of the settling basins. 

An average of 96.146 per cent of bac- 
teria was removed from the water by 
this settling before it got into the 
mains. The rest of the bacteria, 3.72 
per cent, was consumed by the water 
consumers. The comparatively few 
bacteria remaining in the water had an 
aquarium of 70,676,000 gallons every day 
in which to disport themselves, that 
being the average daily supply of 
water. 

A total of 55,364,668,360 gallons was 
pumped during the year. This exceeded 
the quantity pumped the preceding 
year by nearly 2,000,000,000 gallons. 


Hot Day Made Recerd., 
The maximum consumption in one 


day was 91,943,000. That was a hot day, 
August 31. The lowest quantity was 
used May 3, only 49,504,000 gallons. 

The cost of clarifying the water was 
$4.26 “per million gallons. 

Commissioner Adkin's report shows 
that the Municipal Railway, free for ali 
who get permits, carried 257,126 passen- 
gers, at a cost of 3.9 cents each, in 3419 
trips, costing $2.19 a trip. Most of those 
who took the free ride from Baden to 
the Chain of Rocks were visiting sight- | 
seers. In August 30,000 persons were 
carried, which proves that St. Louis is 
attractive to the sightseer, even in mid- 
summer. 

The municipal electric seni. at Baden 
and Bissell’s Point manufactured a total 
of 755,901 kilowatt hours of power, cost- 
ing 2.6 cents per kilowatt hour, to light 
the waterworks, run the machinery and 
operate the free railway. 

Waterworks Cost $1,363,093.27. 

The total net cost of operating the 
waterworks, including extensions and 
improvements, was  §$1,363,093.27. Re- 
ceipts from the sale of old ‘material, 
etc., were $65,755. 

Mr. Adkins calls attention to the 
serious menace of electrolysis, which 
causes the disintegration of the water 
mains by electrical action from the 
trolley and light and power conduits. 

The Commissioner also says the agi- 
taflon for cheaper water rates pre- 
sents a grave problem,.in view of the 
necessity for installing a system of 
high pressure for the commercial dis- 
trict, 

He recommends that provision be 
made for supplying water to Greater 
St. Louis, even in the absence of: leg- 
islation for consolidating with the 
county or for lesser extensions.

“1 Love Only You,” Gain 
Read While Rival Was 
Strangling Her.

NEW YORK, June %.—That Elsie 


Sigel was playing William Leong, ac- 


cused of her murder, and Chu Gain, 
her other Chinese sweetheart, against 
each other, was established by two let- 
ters she wrote to them, one only a few 


‘hours before she was killed. Both let- 
ters are couched in endearing terms, but 
while Leong is assured of her love, 
Chu ig told in a way that he could not 
misunderstand that he held the chief 
place in her affection. 

The letter to Leong tends to prove 
that however popular he may have been 
with Mrs. Sigel at one time, the mother 
had turned against him and from other 
facts learned yesterday it was clearly 
established she refused to allow her 
daughter to marry Chu Gain. Shortly 
before her death Elsie wrote to Leong: 

I am writing this while mother is 
away. She would not let me if she 
_ knew it. Don’t think, Willie, that 

I will give you up for anybody. I 

will always remember the dear times 

we have had together. I will see 
you soon. With love, ‘ELSIE. 


Chu Jealous, Too. 

The letter to Chu was written the 
night before she was killed and was re- 
ceived by the manager of the Port Ar- 
thur restaurant in Mott street, while the 
girl may have been fighting for her life 
in Leong’s room over the Eighth ave- 
nue resort. The girl evidently wrote the 
letter just after the party at the Sigel 
home, to which Leong came intoxicated 
Leong was ordered out of the house, 
but evidently Chu’s jealousy ‘had been 
aroused, even though he was thus per- 
mitted to have a clear field. To Chu 
Eisie wrote: 

My Dear Friend: I meas t want you 
to feel bad because Willie was here 
tonight. You know that I love you, 
and you only and always. Don't 
mind Willie. ‘Although he is noth- 
ing to me, I had to see him. I did 
not send for him. Your ever loving 

ELSIE.

Speed ‘‘cops’’ will not 
troubles of automobile owners 
now and Oct. 1. 

Walter Brinkop is on their trail. If 
you have an auto you'll make his ac- 
quaintance. He's deputy assessor, and 
he wants to learn why so many people 
owning cars never let the tax depart- 
ment into the secret. 

Unlike the speed ‘‘cop,’’ Mr. Brinkop 
will not mount a motorcycle and chase 
owners of aptomobiles into the Police 
Court. But the race, though not swift, 
will go to him. And the goal for some 
“dodgers'’ will be the grand jury. 

One Look Increases Auto’s Worth, 

Already Assessor Brinkop has sent to 
the Grand Jury the names of 50 per- 
sons who own automobiles and who 
either omitted to incluage ture curs in 
their tax schedules or scheduled them 
at an itInsignificant value. 

These persons will have to explain to 
the Grand Jury how they came to for- 
get their automobiles or why the ma- 
chines were placed at such low figures. 
The Grand Jury has requested Mr. 
Brinkop to keep a close watch on such 
attempts to escape taxes and to re- 
port promptly all specific cases. In 
compliance with that request Mr. 
Brinkop has compared the names of 
owners of automobiles. as indicated by 
the License Collector’s records, with 
the returns that have been made to 
him thus far. The result was the dis- 
covery of many evasions. 

At one big residence, in an oe one 
place, immured from the vulgar gaze 
by big walls, Mr. Brinkop.- inquired 
about the master’s automobile. Only 
the servants met Mr. Brinkop and they 
were the most ignorant retainers he 
had ever seen. The servant who an- 
swered the bell didn’t know who owned 
the house. Mr. Brinkop looked incredu- 
lous and the servant corroborated his 
ignorance %y the testimony of his fel- 
lows.

To request that Chu Young, a Chinese 
charged with being in this country un- 
lawfully, be permitted to remain in the 
United States, Mrs. Edna 8S, Bender of 
s002A St. Vincent avenue, a Chinese 
missionary worker in the First Christian 
Church, appeared in the United States 
District Court Friday. 

Besides Chu Young, who, Mrs. Bender 
says, is studying to be a missionary, 
Chu Ling, Young’s brother, and Lee 
Ling, were also before the Court on 
charges of being in the United States 
without lawful right. 

Mrs. Bender conferred with L. C. 
Dyer, attorney for the Chus, and spoke 
to the District Attorney on behalt of 
Chu Young. 

Immigration Inspector Dunn says that 
women missionaries invariably beg that 
Chinese be not molested when inspectors 
discover that the Orientals are in this 
country unlawfully. 

At the request of Attorney Dyer, rep- 
resenting the Chus, and former Lieuten- 
ant-Governor C. P. Johnson, represent- 
ing Lee Ling, all the cases went over 
till 9 a. m. Saturday, when .they will be 
heard by Judge McPhersen. 

The charges against the Chinese were 
made when Judge Dyer was District 
Attorney, and when he went on the 
bench it was necessary to postpone the 
trials, as Judge Dyer appeared against 
the Chinese before a United States Com- 
missioner.

HINTS AT DISHONESTY 





Bustard - Doybts if Gotham 
Minister Merits Being 
Called a Baptist. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CLEVELAND, 0O., June %.—John D. 


Rockefeller’s pastors, the Rev. Dr. W. 
W. Bustard, new pastor of the Euclid 


Avenue Baptist Church here, and the 
Rev. Charles F. Aked of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, New York, are 
about to fall out, if Dr. Bustard’s words 
mean anything. 

At a reception, marking his assump- 
tion of the pastorate here, Dr. Bustard 
said: 

“Another, who shares the honor of 
being thought Mr. Rockefeller’s pastor, 
has made statements not in accord with 
Baptist teaching and church policy, 
which are injuring the denomination to 
which we belong.” 

In elaborating his view, Dr. Bustard 
asserted there was a movement in this 
country. led by English Paptists, that 
would carry the young men from the 
standards of the Baptist church. He 
said the Rev. Dr. Aked was one of the 
leaders in this movement. 

“T am a Baptist minister—an or- 
thodox Baptist minister,’’ Dr. Bustard 
said. 

Calls Him Heterodox. 

“Dr. Aked may indeed call. himself 
a Baptist minister. I call him 
heterodox, and I doubt seriously if he 
merits the name of /Baptist at all.” 

“IT do not believe in any narrow de- 
nominationalism. I have no quarrels 
with the other,sects of Protestantism. 
But personally I am a Baptist, believing 
in those doctrines that make the Bap- 
tist Church a distinctive organization. 
I must, therefore, quarrel with any Bap- 
tist minister, so called, who teaches doc- 
trines not sanctioned by the Baptist 
church. 

“T consider the pastor who calls him- 
self a Baptist minister, yet preaches doc- 
trines contrary to the Baptist church, 
dishonest. Such a man, in justice to 
himself and to the church, should seek 
the pulpit that indorses his own views. 

“Dr. Aked, the other Rockefeller pas- 
tor, appears to consider it honest to 
preach heterodox beliefs’ from a sup- 
posedly orthodox pulpit. For instance, 
he is receiving into his New York 
church members of other denominations, 
not requiring immersion, and he is tell- 
ing them that the sprinkling or the 
pouring done in the other churches, by 
way of baptism, is with him and his 
ehurch sufficient. 

Aked’s Broad Invitation. 

“When I extend the invitation to com- 
munion, I am satisfied to say, simply 
that the congregation will be served. 
Dr. Aked, I understand, extends invi- 
tations in this manner: ‘I welcome to 


jthe communion table all members of 


this church, all metmbers of any other 
church and all persons present, whether 
they be church members or not.’ 

“The Eaptist Church, I say to Dr. 
Aked, does not offer the communion to 
nonbelievers. I would not eat the bread 
of- Christ and drink his wine with an 
infidel. I suppose Dr. Aked would. 

“Tf Dr. Aked’s views were expressed 
from the pulpit of a church that sanc- 
tioned them, tl.ere would be no argu- 
ment between Dr. Aked and myself. But 
so long as he expresses these views 
from the pulpit of a Baptist chureh, 
there is fundamental difference between 
us, and this, notwithstanding the fact 
that Dr. Aked is the other pastor of 
John D. Rockefeller.”
